including that of Bardez (Mapusa ) Municipal Council ; were 
members of the Goa Municipal Workers Union , Vasco da 
Gama , and the managements of various Municpalities have 
been entering into number of settlements under section 12 ( 3 ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, governing service con 
ditions, pay scales , medical aid , gratwity , etc. All these 
settlements cover 8:ll the workmen of the Municipalities 
Without exception . Moreover, it is a settled law that workmen 
of the Municipalities are « workmen » as defined under the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 and the activities of the Muni 
cipal Councils do largely come within the definition of the 
« Industry » under the said Act. Further in this case the 
management of the Muniaipal Council as well as the Union 
have decided that there is an Industrial Dispute pending 
and have referred the same to my arbitration under Sec 
wion 10A of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947. I may state 
that am Arbitrator is a Court of the parties own choice 
and once having referred the dispute the question of prelimil 
nary objections such as jurisdiction , existence of the dispute, 
etc , do not arise at all. I consider all the preliininary objec 
tions raised by the Council as not valid on merits and hence 
rejected . I, d ow , proceed to examine the case and decide 
on merits . 

The workman , Shri Kamdavar Raliu Toli was originally 
appointed by the Bardez Municipality as Zelador (Market 
Inspector ). He was appointed subsequently ito the higher 
post of a Typist. The Bardez Municipality entered into a 
settlement along with other Municipaljes with their work 
men represented by Goa Municipal Workers Union on 
28-12-1967 and 22-8-1969 before the Labour Commissioner , 
Government of Goa , Daman and Din , under Section 12 ( 3 ) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, governing the pay scales 
and service conditions of all their workmen . It was also 
provided in the said settlements that difference or disputes 
ahout interpretation of the items should be referred to the 
Labour Commissioner for his decision . While implementing 
the said settlements , the post of the Typist was equated 
first to that of a Lower Division Clerk and accordingly 
the workman concerned Shri Kamlavar Raiu Toli was given 
the post of L.D.C. With effect from 1-2-1966 . The workman 
concerned represented to the Municipality that the equation 
of his post of Typist in Bardez Municipality to that of a 
Lower Division Clerk was wrong and hence it requires 
reconsideration . He represented that under Portaria No. 5.895 
of 5-11-1953 , there were two classes of Typists in Munic 
palities having the pay scale of Rs. 76-02-09 , and Rs. 65-00-00 , 
with benefit of 10 % increment for every 5 years service. 
The Bardez Municipality had a Typist in the scale of 
Rs. 76-02-09 called Typist 1st class, which post Shri Kam 
lavar Raiu Toli occupied . It is admitted by all concerned 
that this post of typist is of a rank superior to posts of 
Zelador , Aferiador , and Porteiro , posts which were equated 
to and given the scale of Lower Division Clerk i.e. Rs. 110 
-180 . The Bardez Municipality during its proceeding No. 36 / 
/ 1969, clearly accepted the .contention of the workman and 
stated that the salary of First Class Typüst of Bardez Muni 
cipality corresponded to that of Aspirantes of various Go 
vernment services and hence the Typist of Bardez Munici 
pality should be given the scale of Upper Division Clerk as 
the Aspirantes , had been equated to Upper Division Clerks. 
The resolution was duly forwarded to the Labour Com 
missioner by the President of the Municipality vide its letter 
No. RC /691 / 3424 /69 dated 7-10-1969 to give approval to 
which the Labour Commissioner replied that since the matter 
has been duly resolved no further action would be necessary 
except to grant the workman the agreed pay scale . The 
matter was put up , subsequently after reference to the 
Government, to the Standing Committee of Mapusa Muni 
cipal Council which succeeded the Bandez Municipality on 
8th November, 1971. The Standing Committee resolved to 
grant the ciaim of Shri Kamlavar Raju Toli for equation 
of his post to U. D. C. It is also observed that the President 
of the Goa Municipal Workers Union had been pressing 
in various meetings for implementaition of the scale of 
U.D.C. for the workman . After 1971, it is surprising to 
note that the workman was not given the benefit of the 
soale of U. D. C , and the case was dragged on all these 
years. However the workman Shri Kamlavar Raiu Toli was 
appointed as an Upper Division Clerk with effect from 
December, 1974 . 

Once the Bardez Municipality having agreed that the post 
of Typist Class I in their Municipality is equivalent to that 
of « Aspirantes , there was no question of its going back 
to its own resolution that the workman concerned should be 
given any other scale. No settlement or agreement in the 
matter of service conditions of the workman would stand 
in the way of proper fixation of scale or giving weightage

AWARD 
The Mapusa Municipal Council, Mapusa , Bardez (Goa ) 
(hereinafter called the Council ), represented by its President 
and their workmen represented by the Goa Municipal Work 
éis Union , Vasco da Gama (Goa ) (hereinafter called the 
Union ) entered into an agreement on 22nd April, 1976 to 
refer the following Industrial, Dispute existing between them 
to my arbitration under Section 10A , of the industrial Dis 
putes Act, 1947 : 

« Whether the action of the management of Mapusa 
Municipal Council , Mapusa , Bardez (Goa ), in placing 
Shri Kamlavar Raiu Toit, Typist, in the pay scale of 
Rs. 110-180 ( 1. e . of L.D.C. ) is justified ; 

If not, to what relief the workman is entitled and 
from what date ? » 
The above agreement was published in the Official Ga 
zette Series II , No. 8, dated 20th May , 1976. Both the parties 
filed their written statements and rejoinders before me. 
During the arbitration proceedings held on 21st July, 1976 , 
Shri Suresh Amonkor , President of Mapusa Municipal Coun 
cil, and Shri Shivaram Ajgagaker , President of Goa Muni 
cipal Workers Union , alongwith Shri Kamlavar Raiu Toli, 
Workemana, were present. Both the parties requested the Arbi 
trator to examine all the papers on record , their written 
statements, and : -peruse earlier industrial dispute file 
NO, IRM / CON ( 168 ) /74, and decide the case and pass an 
Award on merits . They did not want to produce any further 
evidence , 

In the written statement filed by the council, a few pre 
liminary objections were fraised regarding jurisdiction and 
regarding the applicability of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947. Right from 1965 , all the workmen of the Municipalities 
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Notification 


to service of workmen and doing them justice . By the time 
the revised scale came into effect Shri Kamlavar Ratu Toll 
had already put in service as a Typist from 1960 (more 
than 6 years ). It was unjust to have equated his post to 
that of an ordinary Lower Division Clerk , which salary was 
given to the post of "Zelador which the workman was hoid 
ing from 1949 to 1960 . 

I do not find any merit in the various submissions of the 
Council opposing the claim of the workman . The Council 
being a successor to Bardez Municipality is fully bound by 
earlier resolutions taken by the said Municipality . The Goa , 
Daman and Diu Municipalities Act , 1968 in no way obstructs 
the claim of the workman as it does not at all interfere 
with the various settlements entered into by the Municipali 
dies and successor Municipal Councils with their workmen 
represented by the Goa Municipal Workers Union . In the 
present case it is the Goa Municipal Workers Union and 
not the individual workman himself who has been agitating 
for the claim of proper fixation of his pay right from 1969. 
Since there has been a long pending dispute , it is only proper 
that the Council and the Union entered into a proper Anbi. 
tration Agreement and referred the matter to Arbitrator. 

Taking all the circumstances of the case and taking into 
account all the submissions, written staiements and docu 
ments placed before me, I hereby hold that the workman 
Shri Kamtavar Raiu Toii was a 1ypust Class I working in 
Bardez Murcipality and later in the successor Mapusa 
Munuospal Council and hence hus pay scale should have been 
equated to that of an « Aspirantes » , which post according 
to the settlemenis and various laws absol oing erstwhile 
employees of Portuguese regime, lis equated to that of an 
Upper Division Clerk . Hence I answer the reference as 
follows: 

The action of the management of Mapusa Municipal 
Council, Mapusa , Bardez (Goa ) in placing Shri Kamlavar 
Raju Toli, Typisc, in the pay scale of Rs. 110-180 is not 
justified . He shall be granted the pay scale of an Upper 
Division Clerk i. e , Rs. 130-5-160-8-200 -EB -8-256 - ILB - 8-280 
-10-300 with effect from 1-2-1966 . 

The Mapusa Municipal Council is hereby directed to re 
designate Shri Kamtavar Raiu Toll as Upper Division Clerk 
with effect from 1-2-1966 and pay him ali che arrears arşıng 
out oë the revised pay scales within a month from date .
